Dr. Samuel May head of the Business Administration Division, 
University of California, Berkeley, recently announced that unem¬ 
ployment in California now nears the million mark. 

Some who are frightened by that announcement, might easily 
ask, "Is our grand old State going to pot?" 

The answer is, "No!" People are still eating three meals a day. 
Most of the unemployed, strange to say, are doing very useful 
work, helping in a continued up-building. Dr. May classes them as 
"unemployed" merely because they are not working for wages. 

All the greatest achievements in this old world have not been 
accomplished by wage earners. The most outstanding achieve¬ 
ments are made by those who work for the love of the work they 
do. 

The eminent economist doubts that local industry can absorb 
the vast amount of unemployment; in other words, cannot hire it. 

It sounds bad. 

Yet we reflect there was no industry here to absorb the un¬ 
employed in pioneer days and that did not stop growth. There 
was little industry here in 1900. It did not stop growth. There is 
not enough now, but it will not stop us going on. 

Wages or no wages, industry or no industry, fifty million peo¬ 
ple can find a way to live better in California than in any other 
land of .the world. More than by natural advantages of good cli¬ 
mate, fine soil or industrial activity, California has grown chiefly 
by the enterprise of the people who came and settled here—enter¬ 
prise, like the building of giant acqueducts to water thirsting cities, 
or enterprise of constructing harbors, now moving more freight 
tonnage than any other harbors in the nation. There is more 
enterprise in California now than ever in the past.
